Is The Law Being Obeyed? 


From 
another city, 
an attorney 
sent the following section of law to 
The Standard, to call the attention of 
th«* City Dads that the financial stat«»- 
ment recently published in th«* Sikes- 
ton papers, did not cover th** ease, as 
the only thing printed was the recap­ 
itulation, ami not an itemized sta te ­ 
ment <»f each and every w arrant, 
t<> 
whom issued and for w h at purpose. 
T here is a law that uj>pli«*s to the 
school board publishing their financial 
statem ent twice a year th at has nev­ 
er been published over two tim es in 
the seven years that The Standard 
has been under the present m anage­ 
ment. 
This m atter is going to 1m* 
called to the attention of th» prosecut­ 
ing attorney. 
For the benefit of the 
County Court, while we arc passing 
ori legal m atters, we will say that 
the financial statem ent of the receipts 
and expenditures of Scott County, ha 
not been printed according to law, as 
thut should be printed in 
itemized 
form, giving the number of 
w arrant, 
to whom paid, 
what for, and 
th«1 
amount. 
We will cite them to the 
suit against the 
County Court of 
Macon County a 
few years ago, m 
which the Court 
was compelled to 
publish the statem ent the second time, 
and in proper form. 
The prosecuting 
atto rn ey should investigate thi 
and 
advise the Court. 
The law reads:
